In the most inti- 
inate acquaintance they may form with the B.ble 
Union, 111 i’J most secret archives, tliey will not 
fin>1 one piinci|>le or (irartice, that is, in the 
least degree, incon*i«teiit with the broad truth 
announced above Come in, gentlemen; you 
will create more joy in heave-, and on earth by 
naufully strugg'iiig for a faithful version of thr 
Word of God, tliau by clirically fighting for a 
faulty one. Inasmuch as you do not even call 
in question one principle or truth announced by 
the Bible Union, what have you to fight about? 
Do you really know? Surely you do not sup- 
pose that you are fighting the Bible Union in 
assailing some of its meruhers, for you kuow 
that there is not one organization of men under 
tbe heavens that can truly and honestly be meas- 
ureit by anything but its constilntion and laws.

But the Judaisrr, in 
the very ignoratia elenchi ot our five clergy men, 
would ignore even the existence of such a doc- 
ument and insist that Peter was the head and 
heart of Christianity, the foremost man in the 
cause, and that he had been recently at Antioch 
refusing to acknowledge the baptised, but iintir- 
cumcised Gentiles, as Christians. T hu*, though 
crushed down by tbe moiiniain-load of,testiuiony. 
our Judaiser managed still to carry on a verbal 
cani(«ign. 

But let us pursue our clerical friends through 
all the sinuosities of their logic. We have shown 
all the principles of the Bible Union, against no 
one of which do our clerical di.*(iutants utter 
one dissenting word. N'o'a' what is tbe Bible 
Union? It is a regularly organized body of 
Christian people, who stand perfectly fair in 
society, as honest, upright people before God 
and man. There is not a Bible Society in the 
world that has stronger claims upon Uie confi- 
dence of every pious mar. an.l woman on earth. 
But this society is not able, of Rself, to make a 
pure version of the Word of Go<l, and has not 
a'trmpteJ it. Where is the capacity for this 
essential work to be found? The unanimous 
voice of the world says it exists exclusively in 
men of learning. The Bible Union, therefore, 
constituted a Board of Hevissrs, consisting 
generally of Uie most learned Biblical schol- 
ars that could be found in Europe or 
America, and many of tbe highest digni- 
taries in tbe various denominations a.*sisted tbe 
Bible Union in Qiiding the but scholars iu their 
ranks. We are debtors to Episcopsliane, 
Church of England men, Presby terians of di- 
verse names, and -Methodist* for the as*istaiice 
given us in fii.dirg their scholars. To this Board 
of Revisers the entire subject of translation is 
committed, and it has full and independent con- 
trol of that whole department. It derides upon 
tbe text that is to be printed, as the version se- 
cured by the Bible Union, aud is in no way 
ham(iered by the Union, except in the require- 
ment of fidelity to God and man. This Board 
con.*ists of upwards of forty men of unsullied 
character as men, and they are recogii'-zed as 
among the most learned men of this or of any 
oUier age. And so little idea did the managers 
of the Bible Union have that their object wa 
to procure, as tbe five clergymen assert, a trans- 
lation merely of the w-ord buptizo, that ti'is 
Board of Revisers, this jury cn faithful ler- 
si jns, to whom the whole res(ionsibility is given, 
is so constituted that it has a Urge majority of 
Pe.lobapti*ts in it. If tbe assertion of these 
clergy men, as to the objects of the Bible Union, 
nad even a shadow of evidence to rest U{>on, 
would not tbii fact be conclusive against 
their assertion? 

No ooe has any control o-.-cr this Board, ei'her 
in its deliberations or acts. The Bible Union 
bas confidence in the men w ho compose it, and 
has submitted to it tbe entire question of transla- 
tion, without attempting to hamper ary man in the 
Board with a single sectarian or party thread. 
Our fi-.-e clerical frien-ls do not deny any of 
these truth*; they cannot indeed controvert one 
of them. Tuose w-ho in ly not have rea.l their 
production of March 1st, may feel rurioiis to 
know, under these circumstances, how these 
gentlemen manage to argue. T hey cannot as- 
sail the Bible Union with one trutli or fact, an.l 
how- can they make a .show even of controversy? 
Why, w ilh the most iiu(>erturbable gravity they 
uiidertake to hatter down the impregnable bul- 
warks of the Bible Union by jiubiishing the 
opinion of Ur bpei.cer Cone on the proper 
rendering of the (ireck word ba;itizo, and by- 
asserting that Alexainier (tam|>l>ell made a 
translation of the New Testament! Let no 
one *up{H>se that we are losing sight of the dig- 
tj- of the Revision cau*e an -I imagine that w e are 
jesting. We are u'.leiing the words of sober- 
ness and truth. ‘•Whj-,sjj-s some straight- 
forward man, not ex|>ert in the ways of dodging, 
“what have those two tiling* tu do with the 
question of revision? The five cl.'rgymen might 
as well have q-aoled General Jack-on'* (iro- 
clamation on tbe South Carolina difficulty, and 
have said that Na(ioleoii died at St. Helena.” 
Certainly they miglit Lave done quite as w-ell 
with These tw-o items of the past; they have 
quite as much bearing on the question before the 
public. A'et tliose gentlemen could not have in- 
flicted a greater shower of w-ord* than they did on 
tills little piece of false logir,if they had bean re- 
cording the discovery of a new- contineiit. Dr. 
Conehad,and Alexander Cam|ibell has strung and 
wellsettleil convictions as to the meaning of the 
word ba(>tizo, hut when a tribunal of learned 
men of integrity wa* established to deci.le all 
que.stions of translation, Dr. Cone and Alexan- 
der Campbell at once went into the Bible Union, 
and showed that they w-cre w illing, in a m*ek 
and quiet spirit, to submit baptizo, with all the 
other word* of the Bible, to the tribunal of re- 
vision.

Cone and Alexander Campbeti were, why not 
submit their ca-e to the adjudicatiun of this 
learned tribunal? Their Pedo- Baptist brethren 
largely predominate in this loard of ail|udica- 
tion. Arg they afraid of tbeir own brethren and 
of tbeir own scholars? All questions ot life, 
liberty and property are amenable iu tms coun- 
try to tribuiials irected by- the people, and tbe 
award of justice defiends upon the ]>urity of 
cons-itutioiis, laws and courts, and not upon the 
wishes or hojses of litigaiits. If a litigant be- 
gins to abuse a respectable jury, before it ut- 
ters a sign of its award commuii sense would 
say that such a litigant irit that his cause wa* 
des(ierate.

gentlemen. Yo'i charge that the rendering ot 
the word baptizo is a fore gone conclusion. 
How ran you as.-ert anytliing of that kind? I'he 
tribunal that is tu decide it for the Bible Union 
ha* not -given the least hint a* to what is to be 
its deri-iuii, and how- can you aiinouuce its fore- 
gone conclusion? .Should you nut, as clergy 
men. (lay some little attention to the proprieties 
of fact, and a-v«ert notliing that you cannot 
{irove? The ojiimoii* of Dr. f'one and of Alex- 
ander Campbell upon baptizo or any other words 
of tbe Bible cannot sway , bias, or coerce there 
vision tribunal, which has all this matter in its 
hands, any further than those opinions may be 
based on cle.tily established truth and (ihilolog- 
ical authorities. A* clergymen, you certaii.ly 
do not ubjert to this. Even if the Board of Re- 
visers should see tfie opinions of Dr. Cone and 
of .\lexamter Campbell on Ihe word baptizo, 
may it not also see your fresh, original, cuiiclu 
sive, and overwhelming arguments and state 
meiits on ba(itism w-lth w-hirb you have have 
einhrllislied your two articles- against revision, 
d he converted? .May you not. gentlemen, 
have overwhelmed the Board of Revisers by 
yuur cogent reasoning upaii ba(>tism? It is not 
the Baptists nor the Christians that are trying 
to create an outsi-le pressure upon the jury to 
wring Ihe verdict from that body. It is a por- 
tion of Ihe lVdo-Bap;ist clergy that are exer- 
cising their timidity and fears ]ih this way. But, 
if our clerical friends have fully swept Che Re- 
vi.sional tribunal into their logical vortex, what 
become* of their gaudy rhetoric about Spencer 
Co-.e a* “the head and heart” of this work, 
w hen he was not even a member of the Board 
of Kevi.-ers? And what becomes of their as- 
sertioiis respecting Alexander Campbell’s (lo- 
sitioii? He is but one man in the tribunal, 
w here their brethren are largely- in the majori- 
ty! But they- assert that lie mad- a translation 
f the New Testament to suit himself. Suppose 
he did, what has that lo do with the revision 
question? Hun-ireds of the breihren of these 
clergymen have translated the .New Testament, 
and certainly our cleri.-al friends w ill not claim 
that they hold a patent for the business. lohn 
Wesley revised the New Testament to suit him- 
self, but that did not seal his lips upon tbe Bible 
nor paralyze bis actions The Methodist book 
concerns throughout Ihe country print, sell, 
an 1 circulate tbi> revUed Ne-w Testament, re- 
vised by ore man, w-ho had not such advan- 
tages of Biblical scholarship, as the humblest 
cholar on tbe revision jury of the Bible Union 
pa.'Sess-es. And here is a stationed -Methodist 
pre acher denouncing, iu the papers, some of the 
best scholarship in tbe world for doing what tbe 
the founder of bis church did, w.tbout a mur- 
mur from Ills lip*. Every blow that he aims 
t .YlexanJer Campbell’s head on the subject of 
translating the New- Testament, falls heavily 
on tbe head of John 'tt'esley. All the deniiii- 
cialion he lavishes on the Bible Union falls fu- 
riously ou the .Methodist book concen s of this 
country. If, as this preach r tries to teach in 
tbe newspapers, the Bible Union has no right to 
revi.se the Holy Scriptures, John Wesley bad 
no right to do 'it; but, if the .Methodist book 
concerns have a right to print and circulate a 
revi.-ied Niw Testament, the Bible Union bas an 
equal right to do a better thing. Alexander 
Campbell had as much right to translate the 
New- Testament as Ihe Episcopal Church has to 
use two varying veisions of the T.-alms, xnd he 
had quite as much right to do this as any one of 
these five clergymen has to stand up in the pul- 
pit and translate portions of the Bible to suit 
himself, a luxury these gentlemen use whenever 
they please. If, because Alexander Campbell 
made a translation of the New Testament, his 
lip* are to be sealed on revision, then, by parity 
of reasoning, the lips of at least four of these 
clergymen should ne sealed on the subject, for 
they make translations of the Scri(>turas when- 
ever the humor seizes them. It is a bad rule 
that will not run parallel lines. These five cler- 
gy men seem to teach that if a man lias ever 
been engaged in the busine.“s of translation he 
is disqualified from translating. Thus they re- 
proilure an equivalent of Ihe maternal idea ex- 
press'd in the (uoliibition to tlie son against 
going into the water until he had learned to 
swim! 

Tbe public may not be aware of the truth that 
the assertion of these five cleigymen that Alex- 
ander Campbell translated Ihe New Testament 
bas no foundation iu tact. As small as the 
matter may ap(>ear to reasoning and intelligen' 
minds, we must say- that Alexander Campbell 
never translated the New Testament, as these 
clergymen assert be did. He published a New 
by two Freshyterian di- 
vine*, who are aiuong iiie brightest biblical in- 
tellects the Church cf Bco'lai d ever possessed, 
and by a doctor of divinity- of the Congrega- 
tional Church, a species of Presbyterian Church. 
George Campbell, the (doneer mind in biblical 
science and one of the must remarkable intel- 
lects that has be'ii devoted to the Bible, trans- 
lated Hie Four Got(iels of .\1exander Campbell’s 
publication. JaiDvs Mackiiight, prolocutor of 
the Presbyterian General Assembly of Scot- 
land for nearly- thirty years and one ot the best 
biblical scholars known to history, translated 
th' Epistles of Alexainier Campbell’s publica- 
tion. Philip Doddri-Jge translated the Acts of 
the Apostles of that publication. The work of 
these three ttaii.*latur* constitutes tbe book 
which lhe--e pains-taking and accurate clergy- 
men rail Alexander Campbell’s translation. 

We suggested to o-ir clerical friends, last 
Tuesday, the propriety of revising some of 
their statements, rather tliaii tu leave for us that 
w-ork. We have just revised tbe statement these 
five clergymen made about Alexander Camp- 
bell’s translation. That one now- to be revised 
IS of a graver cast. lo the anxiety of these 
gentlemen to pie«s Ur. Cone into their service, 
they have ascribed to him, in quotation n.arks, 
sentim'iit* which he never uttered by mouth or 
p'a and which no body but these clergymen 
ever reported on him. We know what we are 
saying. Now let the.-e gentlemen produce evi- 
•le.ice to sustain them or make public reparation 
for the wrong done -o Dr. Cone. It is bad 
enough to thus attempt to wrong the living ; it 
IS worse to invade Hie sanctity of the tomb 
These clergymen, in the face of the Rev. 
Richard Kuliei’s own recent publications, and 
of tbe notorious fact that he is President of the 
Maryland Revision Association, lo both of 
which facts we referred these gentlemen, have 
the hardihood, in tbeir article of Mirch 1. to 
again claim turn as an enemy to revision. Such 
conduct needs no comment. The first announce- 
ment might set u]i the weak plea that it was a 
-ill of ignorance The second can seek no cloak 
of that kind. As a specimen of clerical cour- 
tesy it i* duly ap|ireciated. 

Our clerical friends S{)end a great deal of time 
in ilw-elling upon the general excellence of the 
authu: ized version. They owe the public some 
explanation fur slumbering at the post of duty. 
These clergymen know 'hat ihe Bible Society 
hbs be-ii for vears circulating Bibl- s, which that 
{society in 185-J acknow ledged had nearly twenty- 
four t'.onsawi errors in tiieui. A learned com- 
uiiUee of that Society re{>orteil this fact in 1 n 52, 
and we have the report now before us. Now- it 
betrays great indifference on the part of the.*e 
clergymen as to wlia* kind of Bibleatbe people 
get, when they (lerrnit editions of that book to 
beinmaik't with nearly twenty-four thonianil 
errors in them, and with no word of warning to 
the (leople. .Ynd the very men, the very sects, 
the very Bible Societies which are now- up in 
aims against the Bible Union, circulated these 
Bibles With i-earlv twenty-four thousand errors 
in Hiein, up te 1H5-2. And more than that, at the 
very meeiing of the Bible Siciety to w-nich the 
report of this committee was made, Ur. Ed- 
ward Robinson, Hie distingiiisbed Presbyterian 
scholar, u-ged the Society to expui-ge Easter 
from the B;ble as an utterly false rendering, 
w hich no man could justify. ITie Bible Society 
refused to da it, as a matter of time serving 
policy. But that Society, in it* marginal Bible*, 
prints the words used by the Holy Spirit is the 
iHu-giB, and (lermits t!ie baxoii idol, Eostre or 
Ea-ier, to occupy Hie text ot Hie Word ot Godl 
iu the Bibles printed for the masses of the 
people this falsehood glares from the text with- 
out any marginal correction! Ai-d ibose who 
saiic'ion, enroiirage, and sustain such tam(>er. 
ing with the text of ins(iiratioii, dare to insult 
the {lublic intvlligence by talking in advance 
about a sectarian Bible from the Bible Union! 

This is a S(iecimen of Hie kind of fidelity 
wliicb some anti-revislunists exerci.*e toward 
the w.'id of God. Wtieii tbe Bible Union thus 
tamper* wi’h tbe text of insjiiration then, and 
not till then, let it be denounced. But let it be 
remembereil, that when the Bible Society cor- 
rected, through a jury of expert*, in the special 
art needed, nearly twenty-four thousand errors 
111 the Bible in common u-e, these clergymen 
said no', a word, but when Hie Bible Union un- 
dertakes with 'he aid of the best scholars that 
can be founil, to correct Hie numerous errors in' 
King James’s version, which all biblical science 
says should be corrected, these gen'Iemen make 
a declaration of w-ar upon the Bible Union 
Has not Hie Bible Union every right to make a 
faithful version of the B.ble, that the Bible So- 
ciety bad to correct nearly twenty-four thousand 
errors in tbe authorized veisioi.? Will our cleri- 
cal friends answer that qiiestion ?

The Coraniitlee have, ho-a-ever. had conversi- 
iions with some of the Trustees of the Fire Ue- 
p.irtment,an-l .ire satisfi -d that the present exist- 
ing iliiriculty is susceptible of .an amicable and 
sitisfactury adjustment 

The action of the Trustees has resulted from 
Ihe opinion entertained by them that the General 
Council have maniL-sted an indis(io*ition to ex* 
amine into, and supply the actual necessities of 
their Uepartinent 

The Commuter are satisfied that all that it ne- 
cessary now- to be done, in order to bring aiiout 
good feeling and induce the Fire De{iartiucnt at 
once to resume active o(ieralions, is. ihatlheT 
shall mutually understand the (lositions uf each 
•ther. I 

The t'uuncil should be willing to do full jus- 
tice to the Fire Uepartnienl, and meet all iheir 
reasonable demands as far as the present fiiianers 
of the city will allow, an<l when the Fire Ue- 
|>irliiient feel an<l know that ibev have tbe svm- 
(latby ol the ( ouiicil, and that the reason the 
Council have not ministere<l to their wants is 
not because they are careless or indifferent 
towards tlieiii. but because th-y have not the 
means at tbeir command, they will we have, no 
doubt, rbrefiilly resume Iheir l.ibora.and |>oal|>ou* 
tlieir claims tu surh time as the Council luav 
hate it in their (lower tu supply them. 

To a eity like loiuisvillr the value of on effi- 
cient and well organized Fire Uepartment can- 
not l>e overestimated. The tile of a fireman ia 
one of peeuliar trial aii-l eiposure lo hardship; 
their association is voluntary and tbeir duties 
self-iiii(iosed, their service* are without com 
(leiisalion or eiiioluinrnt. All they ask of thr 
city is to su(>(>ly them 'titli the necessary ap- 
(iarolus uml keep them in repair 

It IS believed that the present Fire Uepart- 
meiii of Louisville is one of the most efficient, 
and least rx()ensivr of any similar organization 
ill tile Unileil .Stairs. They have hitherto (ler- 
f.irnied tbeir duties with cheerful alacrity, and 
liibil a noble an.l (iraiaeworthy rivalry among 
Hiemsi'lves, as to wbirh company should lie soon- 
est at the scene of ilisaster, and which, when 
there, shout 1 render thr m-ist effi'*ient service. 

Ii IS an important and indis(iensible branch of 
the (luhlic senice which well merits and should 
al all times receive the fostering care and pro- 
tecliun of the municipal authorities. 

The Fire Uepartnient have nev. r expressed a 
de.sire to disband, and wc are satisfied they will 
not do ao, unless they be driven to it bv a sense 
ol neglect anil injustice towanls them by the 
Council, and even Ibeii it would lie sorrowfully 
anil regrettully done. Some of the eom{>anies 
are of very old standing, and now have members 
att.iehed to tlieiii who liegun as boys and have 
grown grey in the service. The different mem- 
b*'ra from long association have becunic endeared 
to each other by the recollection of the thou- 
sand toils and hards'iips they have endured lo- 
i.ether, and they wouM not for light cause sun- 
der the fraternal bunds by which they have 
hernsulong united, and will nut do su if their 
just rlaiiiis are recognized by the Cxineil. 

It is obviously to Ihe interest of the eity that 
the Fire Department should not disband. It is 
true the (Council would have the right to organ- 
ize another l>|iartmenl. But would it be the 
part of wisdom Iu do so, so long as we are able 
to retain the services of the present Fire De- 
partment u|)ori a fair and (>ro{ier basis’ It 
mi lilt be much more d fficult to organize a new 
Uepartnu'iit than may be supposed; and if one 
huuld be organized, might it not be a long time 
before the city would command the services of 
as tearless and gallant a baud of firemen as now 
belong to the present Fire Coiiqunies of the 
city. But if a new Department could be organ- 
zed, cuinposed of equally rffieierit memliers as 
the (iresent one, we couUl not hope to obtain 
their services on any better terms than wc are 
offered the services of the present one; and all 
other things being equal, might we not lo give 
the preference to the present Ue(>ai1ment’ .Should 
tbe services and hardships of past y ears hr light- 
ly forgotten ! 

Is it not the duty of the Council, before 
they take a step fraught with such evil con- 
sequences to the best interest of the citizens, to 
exhaust all reasonable and honorable rff'orts to 
bring about a good an.l friendly understanding 
between the.n and the present Fire Drytart* 
luent ! 

Let the Council at least show the Fire Depart- 
ment that they are willing to deal justly and 
liberally with them. I..et them be a.*surrd that 
the Council are willing to recognize thair claims 
and meet them as far as they are able. This 
dune, we think the Fire Department will he 
satisfied and return to active service. If they do 
nut, then we will have the consciousn.-ss of 
having done our whole duty towards them, and 
the fault will be with them and not with us.
